CONTINUING TO HANDLE PROGRAM IN HONG KONG PENDING 
SEPTEMBER/OCTOBER MEETING HERE WITH OFFICERS FROM ORM AND 
GENEVA FOR DETAILED DISCUSSION OF ARRANGEMENTS INVOLVED 
IN TRANSFER OF ADMINISTRATIVE RESPONSIBILITY. I RECOMMEND 
THAT THIS MEETING BE DEFERRED UNTIL WE HAVE HAVE SUFFICIENT 
TIME AFTER HART'S RETURN FROM LEAVE TO DETERMINE DEGREE 
TO WHICH WE MIGHT CONTINUE TO HANDLE FERP PROGRAM OF 
PRESENT DIMENSIONS OUT OF EXISTING POST RESOURCES.
